Feed Storage Problem 


Size of Unit Depends 
On Number of Animals 


A tr ench silo m a y solve silage 
storage problem s for a n u m b e r of 
fa rmers , especially on fa r m s where 
there is good drainag e and where 
soil moist ure from the outside is 
not a problem. 
The walls m a y or m a y not be 
lined, but for m ak in g of good silage 
they should be smooth. 
Where topography permits, 
the 
trench silo can be located on the 
side of a hill. This will lessen the 
difficulties of filling the silo and 
provide

drainage.

preserve the feed but also to aid 
in the emptying.
